Ihave confidence that the capture of Munfordayitio will 
bbe the last (riuniph of thie Invasion which tho rebels will 
be able to claim with trath, ‘Tbe seat of war bas born 
transferred from tho “Blue Grass! region to that of tbe 
‘Marrens."" Tue fright at Ciocingatt appears to have sub: 
sided, and the army hastjly accumolated for its derenco 
{s belog rapidly transported bither. Troops aro belog 
pushed tuto the interior, ond an animating and cn. 
‘oursging vigor seems ruddenly to have beea put tuto 
this army by the prezence of Major General Nelson. We 
haye advanced as far south as Lebavon avd Etizaboth. 
town, and a demonstration has been made towards Dan. 
ville, in the hope of preventing the miain army of Kirby 
‘Smith forming a Janctlon with Bragg. 1 fear that thie 1a 
too late. There 18 good reazon to believe that 
this jonction has been made, though Bragg’s move:

couse has fizzled ont. Tho mysterious excitement 
About the mooting of Governors at Altoona Is 
lessening Into a settled indignation as the facta 
beoome dovoloped, ‘The oxcitement of thie day 
in the torrlblo fluttering and frigghtful squabbling 
and quacking among tho lame and brokon 
winged ducks that frequont the dirty gutters 
of Wall otreot,

We 
prestume, howevor, that. i¢ the radicals bad bad 
no othor complaint to bring against the Gov- 
ornor, his very proper and patriotic refusal to 
join the recent seditious convention of Gover- 
nors in Pennsylvania would bave been conclu- 
sive ogninst him. The vote for Wadsworth on 
tho first ballot indicates the asceudancy of the 
radicals in the party councils of this Common. 
wealth, aud this nomination falsifies all the lute 
professions of the party of a desire to unite 
with the Joyal men of all other parties upon the 
common platform of the Union. 

‘The platform of this Republican Convention, 
like all othor party platforms, is un elastic con- 
corn. It could be stretched or contracted to 
suit the measure of Dix, Dickinson, Wadsworth, 
Gerrit Smith or Fred. Douglass, ‘Measured ac- 
cording to the candidate adopted, it moans not 
tho omployment of the Southern eloment of 
slavery to assist our armies in putting down 
this rebellion, aud in restoring the Union. as 
designed by President Lincoln, but the employ- 
mont of our armies ia a crusade against South- 
ern slavery, Union or disunion.

Collection of the ¥ ‘Taxes-The 
New Syateth of Int Revenue. 
There has been some unavoillable delay in 
bringing into practical operation the systera of 
internal revenue enacted into law at the lust 
fossion of Congress; but we understand that 
ow, all necessary forms having been devised, 
d all duo preparations made, the machinery 
about to be set in motion. It will bo « 
ovelty for the people of the United States to 
ind themaclves taxed after tho manner of 
uropean nations; but tho rebellion brought 
sation along with it a4 an imperious neces- 


ity, and ne good citizen will grumble at the 
urdens which the new aystem will impose 
ipon him. Itreaches, or is intended to reach, 
all tho manafacturing and industrial interests 
of the country. and makes the wealthy classes 
of the community contribute, in proportion to 
their means, to the maintenance of the federal 
government. 

At prevont it is utterly impossible to form 
any probable estimate of the revenuo which 
tho goverament will derive from this aystem of 
internal taxation, which, it is hardly necessary 
to remind our readers. is entiroly distinct from 
tho tariff or system of import duties, After the 
firat yoar or two of ils operation it can bo mo- 
difled, ond the veveral dutios ditwinished or in- 
cruased, according as experience will demon- 
strate the propriety of the change. For in- 
atanco, the excise duty on distilled spirits is 
fixed at twenty cents per gallon, and, although 
thiv rate will produce a very large revenue, 
ot it may become ovident that it might be 
doubled of trebled without any injury to the 
distining interest, and without adding to the 
burdens of the people, while it may also ap- 
poar wise to diminish the duties imposed on 
other branches of industry. This, as we soy, 
iva matter for time and experience to demon- 
strate, and therefore we must not expect a 
perfeotly equable system of internal taxation 
for somo years to come. 

In addition to excise duties, the new law em- 
braces a pretty extensive license aystem, which 
applies to bankers, auctioncers, wholesale and 
rotail liquor doalers, pawabrokers, distillers, 
browers, hotel keepers, stock brokets, theatres, 
pedlers, manufacturers, apothecaries, lawyers, 
physicians. and, in short, to alinost atl deserip- 
tions of business and professions. The tax on: 
manufactured goods is specific On some and ad 
valorem on others, and ranges at between 
three and five per cent of the value of the arti- 
cle produced; but there isa provision that on 
such artinles as are exported from the country 
the isfternal duty that may have been paid is to 
be refimded to the exporter. Thisjs a walutary 
proviso, the object of it being to give our 
iwounfacturers a fair chance in foreign markets, 

After the Ist of next month the system of 
stamp duties provided by the Internal Revenue 
act goes into effect. It requires stamps, vary- 
ing in value from one cent to fiften dollars, to 
be affixed to all business papers, such as con- 
tracts, checka, bills of excbange, bills of Iediug, 
bonds, certificates of stock and of deposit, tele- 
graph despatches and legal documents, andalso 
requires stamps of from one {o five cents to he 
agixed to all phials and boxes of patent medi- 
cinces, perfumery, &e., and to packs of playing 
card < 

‘The income tax, which ia also provided for in 
this general law, is not to be collected before 
May, 1863, and is to be for the year ending De- 
cember $1, 1862. Every person whose annual 
gains, income or profits, from whatever source 
derived, exceed six hundred dollars is to pay 
three per cent on the excess up to ten thousand 
dollars; and if his income exceed the latter 
sum be is to pay five per cent on allover the 
first six hundred dollars. All taxes paid are 
to be deducted from the gross income, Citi- 
venus of the United States residing abroad are 
to pay five per cent on the income derived 
from property beld in this country. In 
regard to legacies. the duties vary in pro- 
portion to the of consanguinity 
in which the pa 
Lineal deseendants—that is, children or grand- 
cbildren—pay three-fourths of one per cent, 
nephews and nieces one and abalf per cent, 
other relatives three and four per cent, and tbe 
more distant relatives and strangers five per 
cent. 

There seems to be some apprebension in the 
public mind that the visits of assessora and 
their assistants to private houses ave likely to 
be attended with trouble and annoyance, and 
that these ofcers are Co examine and make in- 
ventories of all taxable matters therein contain- 
ed. There need exist no such apprebension. 
‘The only objects of private property that are 
subject to special {ox are carriages, yachts, bil- 
linrd tables and gold aud silver plate. 

At was originally proposed to tax watches 
‘aud pianos; but the Seuate struck them ont of the 
bill, Carriages are taxed from one dollar to 
ten dollars, yachts from five dollars upward: 
billined tables ten dollars, gold plate fifty cents 
per ounce, and silver plate—over the lirst forty 
ounces—tbree cents per ounce. It is estimated 
that there are in this city ten thousand families 
who will fave fo payatax on their plate, 
and (bat there are several thousands who bare 
salvery that of themselves weigh over the forty 
ounces exempted from taxation. Whore there 
is any doubt as to the quantity of plate it is 
very easy for owners to have it weighed’by a 
silversmith; and bis certificate will certainly 
satisfy the assessor. Farsily plate, however, is 
not to be taken as including the birthday aad 


other presents of ebildren, but only that which 
comes into actual family use. Noither does it 
apply, we presume, to plated ware. 

Weare informed by Mr. Franklin, the assessor 
in our bome district, that his assistants, and, so 
far as he knows, the assistant assessors general- 
Jy in this city, are selecled with due regard to 
their qualifications and fitness for their daties, 
‘and that there need be no difficulty whatever in 
the assessments, if persons lisble to tax will only 
be willing and ready to give the information re- 
quired of them, and for which regular printed 
forms will be supplied. We trust and believe 
that our citizens will show themselves in this, as 
im all other matters, patriotic and law abiding, 
and will do what in them lies to give full and 
falr efficacy to the new system of national taxa- 
tion.
